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FOREWORD 


The present report covers program activity under the Labour Adjustment Benefits 
- Act from April 1 to June 30, 1987. 


For more complete details on the legislation, its development, and its relation to 
other major federal adjustment initiatives, the reader is referred to the Report on 
the Administration of the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act to March 31, 1987. 


ers ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS 


The Labour Adjustment Benefits Act, an Act to 
provide for the payment of benefits to laid-off 
employees, has been in effect since May 1, 
1982. The legislation, which is within the 
responsibility of the Minister of Labour, is 
designed to offer protection to certain older 
workers who have been permanently laid off from 
industries designated by the federal government, 
who have exhausted unemployment insurance 
entitlements, and who have no prospect of 
employment. 


Developed in recognition that the 1980s would be 
a period of industrial adjustment for Canada, the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Program is designed 
to assist workers displaced by economic 
rationalization and major structural adjustments. 
Labour adjustment benefits, which take the form 
of income maintenance, are a last resort income 
measure available to older workers who, because 
of age and the possession of industry-specific 
skills, are incompatible with employment 
placement programs and, therefore, have unusual 
difficulty adapting to layoff. 


Supplementary to a range of standard and 
special adjustment measures developed by the 
federal government, the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Program is designed to respond to 
unusually difficult situations, offering a means of 
adjustment to individuals with no other available 
option. 


Labour adjustment benefits approximate 60 
percent of average weekly insurable earnings, 
based on the last 20 weeks of employment prior 
to layoff, and are indexed for inflation. Benefits 
are payable until the recipient finds employment 
or reaches 65 years of age. 


STRUCTURE OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The payment of benefits under the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Act is restricted to 
individuals who have been laid off from an 
establishment which is part of a designated 
industry, who have been certified by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board, and who have been 
assessed by the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission as qualifying to receive 
benefits on the basis of individual eligibility 
criteria. 


DESIGNATION OF INDUSTRIES 


An industry may be designated either generally 
throughout Canada or with respect to any region 
in Canada. The general designations currently in 
effect are the clothing and textile, footwear and 
tanning industries. The regional designations are 
those which are designated for labour adjustment 
assistance under the Industry and Labour 
Adjustment Program (ILAP). These designations 
are listed in the Appendix. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The administration of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act is carried out by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board and the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. 


CERTIFICATION OF LAID-OFF 
EMPLOYEES 


A five-member Labour Adjustment Review 
Board, established under section 5(1) of the Act, 
certifies individuals as eligible to apply to the 
Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission for benefits. Support for the Board 
is provided through the Minister of Labour by 
employees of Labour Canada who form the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board Secretariat. 
Pursuant to section 11 of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act, the Board may grant certification 
where an employee has been laid off from a 
Canadian establishment which is part of a 
designated industry, where the layoffs in that 
establishment in any 12-month period including 
the employee’s date of layoff comprised 10 
percent or 50 employees, whichever is fewer, 
and where the layoff was the result of the 
economic adjustment which caused the industry 
to be designated. 


During the period covered in this report, the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board considered 212 
applications for certification. A total of 57 were 
approved, and the Board was obliged to deny 
155. The applications were denied because the 
layoff had not occurred within a designated 
industry, the layoff had taken place outside the 
effective dates of designation for the industry, the 
number of employees laid off did not represent a 
reduction of at least 10 percent or 50 employees 
from the establishment’s work force, or the 
employees concerned had not been laid off or 
had been laid off and recalled. 


Between April 1 and June 30, 1987, certification 
was granted to 228 laid-off employees of whom, 
on the date of layoff, 38 were aged 54 and over 
and 30 were aged 47 to 53. The Labour 
Adjustment Review Board has established 47 as 
the lowest age likely to be eligible under the 
program, since a person laid off at that age must 
have 33 years of service to be eligible to receive 
benefits (47 plus 33 equals 80) and would have 
to have continuous service since age 14. A total 
of 211 individuals were certified following layoff 
from establishments within general designations, 
with 30 aged 54 and over and 21 aged 47 to 53. 
Certification was also granted to 17 employees 
who were subject to layoffs at establishments 
within regionally designated industries, with 8 of 
these individuals aged 54 and over and 9 aged 
47 to 53. 


INDIVIDUAL ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 


The assessment of individual eligibility and the 
administration of the payment of benefits under 
the Act are carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
through the local Canada Employment Centres. 


To qualify for benefits, an individual must meet 
the following eligibility criteria: 


(1) be at least 54 years of age on the effective 
date of layoff (but not more than 65 years of 
age), 


(2) bea Canadian citizen or a permanent 
resident in Canada; 


(3) have been employed in a generally 
designated industry or industries for at least 
10 of the 15 years preceding layoff and 
have been paid for at least 1000 hours of 
employment in each of those years; 


(4) have claimed and exhausted all unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits; and 


(5) have no present prospects of employment, 
or have accepted employment with earnings 
less than average weekly insurable earnings 
prior to layoff. 


In cases of financial hardship, benefits may be 
payable to individuals whose age plus years of 
service in a generally designated industry or 
industries equals 80 or more and who have been 
paid for at least 1 000 hours of employment in 
each of those years. 


In addition to assessing initial eligibility for the 
program, the Canada Employment Centre 
reviews the recipient’s circumstances at least 
every six months to determine whether the 
individual has a prospect of employment. This 
semi-annual review of the claimant’s 
employment opportunities ensures that benefits 
under the program are maintained as a last resort 
income maintenance measure. 


Benefits payable to qualified individuals 
commence at the time unemployment insurance 
entitlement expires, or retroactively from the time 
the employee applies for certification, whichever 
is later. Statistics on claims and expenditures 
are based on information supplied to the Board 
by Employment and Immigration Canada. 


During the quarter covered in this report, 
expenditures under the program totalled 
$24 325 148, the bulk of which ($15 567 525) 
was paid to individuals laid off from the textile 
and clothing industries. Payments totalling 
$2 437 782 were made to employees laid off in 
the footwear and tanning industries. The amount 
paid to workers laid off in regionally designated 
industries was $6 319 841. As of June 30, 1987, 
there were 928 claimants from the footwear and 
tanning industries, 5937 from the textile and 
clothing industries, and 2146 from regionally 
designated industries. Comparisons with the 
same period in the previous year can easily be 
derived from the revised tables included in this 
report. 


Full details on claims and expenditures are 
provided in Tables II through VII. It should be 
noted that “claims filed" and “claims allowed" 
are not equal. This is because a portion of the 
claims allowed are among those filed in the 
previous quarter. Delays are caused by the fact 
that claimants often file before their 
unemployment insurance benefits are exhausted, 
and by the time required to verify the claimant’s 
age and years of service. 


CONCLUSION 


The adjustment challenges facing Canadian 
industry necessitate the relocation of economic 
resources from traditional manufacturing 
activities to sectors with more potential for 
growth. Industrial modernization and 
rationalization measures designed to maintain 
industrial competitiveness involve fewer jobs or a 
change in skill mix with a resultant impact on 
workers in the affected sectors. The aim of the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act is to ease the 
adjustment burden for older workers who have 
specific skills coupled with educational 


backgrounds which make them less adaptable 
than other workers to retraining programs. 
Employment opportunities for these individuals 
are therefore limited, particularly in towns 
characterized by a single industry base. 


Activity levels under the legislation indicate that 
the program continues to play an important role 
in the range of adjustment assistance measures 
undertaken by the federal government. 


ABOUT THE TABLES 


Tables Il, IV and VI enable the reader to compare 
first quarter activity in 1987-88 with first quarter 
activity in 1986-87. Tables Ill, V, and Vil show 
comparisons of the cumulative effect of the 
program from inception (May 1, 1982) to the end 
of the quarter being displayed. Table | serves 
both comparative and cumulative functions. 


The tables are laid out on facing pages. To take 
advantage of the information provided, it is 
necessary to read both the “A" and “B" parts of 
each table. In all cases, the “A" tables refer to 
the current fiscal year while the "B" tables refer 
to the same period in the previous fiscal year. 
"A" and "B" together make up one table. 


For example, the reader can see fromTable II(A) 
that first quarter expenditures in 1987-88 were 
$24 325 148, compared with $21 054 494 in the 
same period last year as shown in Tablell(B). As 
the reader will quickly see, this represents a 
growth of about $3 million in quarterly 
expenditures. 


Similarly, a reading of Table IlIl(B) reveals that 
cumulative expenditures under the program from 
inception to June 30, 1986, were $155 957 981, 
while Table Ill(A) indicates that those from 
inception to June 30, 1987, were $251 312 307, 
from which it can quickly be calculated that 
expenditures during the year from July 1, 1986, 
to June 30, 1987, were about $95 million. In this 
respect, every quarterly report becomes, in 
effect, an annual report, in that a year’s activity 
can be derived from it. Moreover, comparisons 
between quarterly reports will render an accurate 
depiction of trends. 


The tables display the activities carried out by the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board side by side 
with those carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. The 
reason for this is that, while data reported by 
CEIC tends to reflect final outputs of the 
program, much of that reported by LARB will 
have its effect in the future, and it is thought that 
any projection of future trends on the part of the 
reader will be better informed by immediate 
access to both types of data.

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FOREWORD 


The present report covers program activity under the Labour Adjustment Benefits 
Act from July 1 to September 30, 1987. 


For more complete details on the legislation, its development, and its relation to 
other major federal adjustment initiatives, the reader is referred to the Report on 
the Administration of the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act to March 31, 1987. 
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aah ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS 


The Labour Adjustment Benefits Act, an Act to 
provide for the payment of benefits to laid-off 
employees, has been in effect since May 1, 1982. 
The legislation, which is within the responsibility 
of tne Minister of Labour, is designed to offer 
protection to certain older workers who have 
been permanently laid off from industries 
designated by the federal government, who have 
exhausted unemployment insurance entitlements, 
and who have no prospect of employment. 


Developed in recognition that the 1980s would be 
a period of industrial adjustment for Canada, the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Program is designed 
to assist workers displaced by economic 
rationalization and major structural adjustments. 
Labour adjustment benefits, which take the form 
of income maintenance, are a last resort income 
measure available to older workers who, because 
of age and the possession of industry-specific 
skills, are incompatible with employment 
placement programs and, therefore, have unusual 
difficulty adapting to layoff. 


Supplementary to a range of standard and 
special adjustment measures developed by the 
federal government, the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Program is designed to respond to 
unusually difficult situations, offering a means of 
— adjustment to individuals with no other available 
option. 


Labour adjustment benefits approximate 60 
percent of average weekly insurable earnings, 
based on the last 20 weeks of employment prior 
to layoff, and are indexed for inflation. Benefits 
are payable until the recipient finds employment 
or reaches 65 years of age. 


STRUCTURE OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The payment of benefits under the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Act is restricted to 
individuals who have been laid off from an 
establishment which is part of a designated 
industry, who have been certified by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board, and who have been 
assessed by the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission as qualifying to receive 
benefits on the basis of individual eligibility 
criteria. 


DESIGNATION OF INDUSTRIES 


An industry may be designated either generally 
throughout Canada or with respect to any region 
in Canada. All designations under the LAB Act 
are made by virtue of an Order of the Governor 
in Council. 


General designation of an industry may be made 
pursuant to section 3(2) of the Act, where the 
industry in Canada generally is undergoing 
significant economic adjustment of a non- 
cyclical nature, either because of import 
competition or because of industrial restructuring, 
including technological change, which is_ in 
response to federal government programs or 
policies, and where such adjustment results in a 
significant loss of employment in the industry. 


The general designations covered the clothing 
and textile, footwear and tanning industries. 
These general designations, which subsumed the 
former Adjustment Assistance Benefits programs, 
were in effect from August 18, 1982, to 
August 17, 1986, and were retroactive, by virtue 
of section 4 of the Act, to May 1, 1978. 


Regional designations may be made pursuant to 
section 3(3), where an industry in a region is 
undergoing significant economic adjustment and 
a concomitant significant loss of employment in 
the industry in that region. 


Only persons laid off during the period in which 
their industries were designated are eligible for 
benefits under this program. All designations 
under the LAB Act have expired. A complete list 
of all industries designated, as well as the 
periods during which they were designated, is 
presented in the Appendix. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The administration of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act is carried out by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board and the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. 


CERTIFICATION OF LAID-OFF 
EMPLOYEES 


A five-member Labour Adjustment Review 
Board, established under section 5(1) of the Act, 
certifies individuals as eligible to apply to the 
Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission for benefits. Support for the Board 
is provided through the Minister of Labour by 
employees of Labour Canada who form the 


Labour Adjustment Review Board Secretariat. 
Pursuant to section 11 of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act, the Board may grant certification 
where an employee has been laid off from a 
Canadian establishment which is part of a 
designated industry, where the layoffs in that 
establishment in any 12-month period including 
the employee’s date of layoff comprised 10 
percent or 50 employees, whichever is fewer, 
and where the layoff was the result of the 
economic adjustment which caused the industry 
to be designated. 


During the period covered in this report, the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board considered 148 
applications for certification. A total of 47 were 
approved, and the Board was obliged to deny 
101. The applications were denied because the 
layoff had not occurred within a designated 
industry, the layoff had taken place outside the 
effective dates of designation for the industry, the 
number of employees laid off did not represent a 
reduction of at least 10 percent or 50 employees 
from the establishment's work force, or the 
employees concerned had not been laid off or 
had been laid off and recalled. 


Between July 1 and September 30, 1987, 
certification was granted to 132 laid-off 
employees of whom, on the date of layoff, 29 
were aged 54 and over and 20 were aged 47 to 
53. The Labour Adjustment Review Board has 
established 47 as the lowest age likely to be 
eligible under the program, since a person laid off 
at that age must have 33 years of service to be 
eligible to receive benefits (47 plus 33 equals 80) 
and would have to have continuous service since 
age 14. A total of 124 individuals were certified 
following layoff from establishments within 
general designations, with 27 aged 54 and over 
and 14 aged 47 to 53. Certification was also 
granted to eight employees who were subject to 
layoffs at establishments within regionally 
designated industries, with two of these 
individuals aged 54 and over and six aged 47 to 
53. 


INDIVIDUAL ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 


The assessment of individual eligibility and the 
administration of the payment of benefits under 
the Act are carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
through the local Canada Employment Centres. 


To qualify for benefits, an individual must meet 
the following eligibility criteria: 


(1) beat least 54 years of age on the effective 
date of layoff (but not more than 65 years of 
age), 


(2) bea Canadian citizen or a permanent 
resident in Canada; 


(3) have been employed in a generally 
designated industry or industries for at least 
10 of the 15 years preceding layoff and 
have been paid for at least 1000 hours of 
employment in each of those years; 


(4) have claimed and exhausted all unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits; and 


(5) have no present prospects of employment, 
or have accepted employment with earnings 
less than average weekly insurable earnings 
prior to layoff. 


In cases of financial hardship, benefits may be 
payable to individuals whose age plus years of 
service in a generally designated industry or 
industries equals 80 or more and who have been 
paid for at least 1 000 hours of employment in 
each of those years. 


In addition to assessing initial eligibility for the 
program, the Canada Employment Centre 
reviews the recipient's circumstances at least 
every six months to determine whether the 
individual has a prospect of employment. This 
semi-annual review of the claimant’s 
employment opportunities ensures that benefits 
under the program are maintained as a last resort 
income maintenance measure. 


Benefits payable to qualified individuals 
commence at the time unemployment insurance 
entitlement expires, or retroactively from the time 
the employee applies for certification, whichever 
is later. Statistics on claims and expenditures 
are based on information supplied to the Board 
by Employment and Immigration Canada. 


During the quarter covered in this report, 
expenditures under the program totalled 
$26 571376, the bulk of which ($16 763 993) 
was paid to individuals laid off from the textile 
and clothing industries. Payments totalling 
$2 677277 were made to employees laid off in 
the footwear and tanning industries. The amount 
paid to workers laid off in regionally 
designated industries was $7130106. As of 
September 30, 1987, there were 2 942 claimants 
from the footwear and tanning industries, 6 030 
from the textile and clothing industries, and 2 134 
from regionally designated industries. 
Comparisons with the same period in the 


previous year can easily be derived from the 
revised tables included in this report. 


Full details on claims and expenditures are 
provided in Tables II through VII. It should be 
noted that “claims filed" and “claims allowed" 
are not equal. This is because a portion of the 
claims allowed are among those filed in the 
previous quarter. Delays are caused by the fact 
that claimants often file before their 
unemployment insurance benefits are exhausted, 
and by the time required to verify the claimant's 
age and years of service. 


CONCLUSION 


The adjustment challenges facing Canadian 
industry necessitate the relocation of economic 
resources from traditional manufacturing 
activities to sectors with more potential for 
growth. Industrial modernization and 
rationalization measures designed to maintain 
industrial competitiveness involve fewer jobs or a 
change in skill mix with a resultant impact on 
workers in the affected sectors. The aim of the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act is to ease the 
adjustment burden for older workers who have 
specific skills coupled with educational 
backgrounds which make them less adaptable 
than other workers to retraining programs. 
Employment opportunities for these individuals 
are therefore limited, particularly in towns 
characterized by a single industry base. 


Activity levels under the legislation indicate that 
the program continues to play an important role 
in the range of adjustment assistance measures 
undertaken by the federal government. 


ABOUT THE TABLES 


Tables ll, IV, and VI enable the reader to 
compare second quarter activity in 1987-88 with 
second quarter activity in 1986-87. Tables Ill, 
V, and Vil show comparisons of the cumulative 
effect of the program from inception (May 1, 
1982) to the end of the quarter being displayed. 
Table | serves both comparative and cumulative 
functions. 


The tables are laid out on facing pages. To take 
advantage of the information provided, it is 
necessary to read both the “A" and “B" parts of 
each table. In all cases, the “A" tables refer to 
the current fiscal year while the "B" tables refer 
to the same period in the previous fiscal year. 
"A" and "B" together make up one table. 


For example, the reader can see from Table II(A) 
that second quarter expenditures in 1987-88 


were $26 571 376, compared with $22 462 402 
in the same period last year as shown in 
Table Il(B). As the reader will quickly see, this 
represents a growth of about $4 million in 
quarterly expenditures. 


Similarly, a reading of Table IIl(B) reveals that 
cumulative expenditures under the program from 
inception to September 30, 1986, were 
$178 420 383 while Table IIl(A) indicates that 
those from inception to September 30, 1987, 
were $277 883 683 from which it can quickly 
be calculated that expenditures during the year 
from October 1, 1986, to September 30, 1987, 
were about 99 million. In this respect, every 
quarterly report becomes, in effect, an annual 
report, in that a year's activity can be derived 
from it. Moreover, comparisons between 
quarterly reports will render an accurate 
depiction of trends. 


The tables display the activities carried out by the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board side by side 
with those carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. The 
reason for this is that, while data reported by 
CEIC tends to reflect final outputs of the 
program, much of that reported by LARB will 
have its effect in the future, and it is thought that 
any projection of future trends on the part of the 
reader will be better informed by immediate 
access to both types of data.

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FOREWORD 


The present report covers program activity under the Labour Adjustment Benefits 
Act from October 1 to December 31, 1987. 


For more complete details on the legislation, its development, and its relation to 
other major federal adjustment initiatives, the reader is referred to the Report on 
the Administration of the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act to March 31, 1987. 
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LABOUR ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS 
ACT 


The Labour Adjustment Benefits Act, an Act to 
provide for the payment of benefits to laid-off 
employees, has been in effect since May 1, 1982. 
The legislation, which is within the responsibility 
of the Minister of Labour, is designed to offer 
protection to certain older workers who have 
been permanently laid off from industries 
designated by the federal government, who have 
exhausted unemployment insurance entitlements, 
and who have no prospect of employment. 


Developed in recognition that the 1980s would be 
a period of industrial adjustment for Canada, the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Program is designed 
to assist workers displaced by economic 
rationalization and major structural adjustments. 
Labour adjustment benefits, which take the form 
of income maintenance, are a last resort income 
measure available to older workers who, because 
of age and the possession of industry-specific 
skills, are incompatible with employment 
placement programs and, therefore, have unusual 
difficulty adapting to layoff. 


Supplementary to a range of standard and 
special adjustment measures developed by the 
federal government, the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Program is designed to respond to 
unusually difficult situations, offering a means of 
adjustment to individuals with no other available 
option. 


Labour adjustment benefits approximate 60 
percent of average weekly insurable earnings, 
based on the last 20 weeks of employment prior 
to layoff, and are indexed for inflation. Benefits 
are payable until the recipient finds employment 
or reaches 65 years of age. 


STRUCTURE OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The payment of benefits under the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Act is restricted to 
individuals who have been laid off from an 
establishment which is part of a designated 
industry, who have been certified by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board, and who have been 
assessed by the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission as qualifying to receive 
benefits on the basis of individual eligibility 
criteria. 


DESIGNATION OF INDUSTRIES 


An industry may be designated either generally 
throughout Canada or with respect to any region 
in Canada. .All designations under the LAB Act 
are made by virtue of an Order of the Governor 
in Council. 


General designation of an industry may be made 
pursuant to section 3(2) of the Act, where the 
industry in Canada generally is undergoing 
significant economic adjustment of a non- 
cyclical nature, either because of import 
competition or because of industrial restructuring, 
including technological change, which is in 
response to federal government programs or 
policies, and where such adjustment results in a 
significant loss of employment in the industry. 


The general designations covered the clothing 
and textile, footwear and tanning industries. 
These general designations, which subsumed the 
former Adjustment Assistance Benefits programs, 
were in effect from August 18, 1982, to 
August 17, 1986, and were retroactive, by virtue 
of section 4 of the Act, to May 1, 1978. 


Regional designations may be made pursuant to 
section 3(3), where an industry in a region is 
undergoing significant economic adjustment and 
a concomitant significant loss of employment in 
the industry in that region. 


Only persons laid off during the period in which 
their industries were designated are eligible for 
benefits under this program. All designations 
under the LAB Act have expired. A complete list 
of all industries designated, as well as the 
periods during which they were designated, is 
presented in the Appendix. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The administration of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act is carried out by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board and the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. 


CERTIFICATION OF LAID-OFF 
EMPLOYEES 


A five-member Labour Adjustment Review 
Board, established under section 5(1) of the Act, 
certifies individuals as eligible to apply to the 
Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission for benefits. Support for the Board 
is provided through the Minister of Labour by 
employees of Labour Canada who form the 


Labour Adjustment Review Board Secretariat. 
Pursuant to section 11 of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act, the Board may grant certification 
where an employee has been laid off from a 
Canadian establishment which is part of a 
designated industry, where the layoffs in that 
establishment in any 12-month period including 
the employee's date of layoff comprised 
10 percent or 50 employees, whichever is fewer, 
and where the layotf was the result of the 
economic adjustment which caused the industry 
to be designated. 


During the period covered in this report, the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board considered 63 
applications for certification. A total of 22 were 
approved, and the Board was obliged to deny 41. 
The applications were denied because the layoff 
had not occurred within a designated industry, 
the layoff had taken place outside the effective 
dates of designation for the industry, the number 
of employees laid off did not represent a 
reduction of at least 10 percent or 50 employees 
from the establishment's work force, or the 
employees concerned had not been laid off or 
had been laid off and recalled. 


Between October 1 and December 31, 1987, 
certification was granted to 123 laid-off 
employees of whom, on the date of layoff, 16 
were aged 54 and over and 7 were aged 47 to 
53. The Labour Adjustment Review Board has 
established 47 as the lowest age likely to be 
eligible under the program, since a person laid off 
at that age must have 33 years of service to be 
eligible to receive benefits (47 plus 33 equals 80) 
and would have to have continuous service since 
age 14. A total of 117 individuals were certified 
following layoff from establishments within 
general designations, with 12 aged 54 and over 
and 5 aged 47 to 53. Certification was also 
granted to six employees who were subject to 
layoffs at establishments within regionally 
designated industries, with four of these 
individuals aged 54 and over and two aged 47 
to 53. 


INDIVIDUAL ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 


The assessment of individual eligibility and the 
administration of the payment of benefits under 
the Act are carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
through the local Canada Employment Centres. 


To qualify for benefits, an individual must meet 
the following eligibility criteria: 


(1) be at’ least 54 years of age on the effective 
date of layoff (but not more than 65 years of 
age), 


(2) be a Canadian citizen or a permanent 
resident in Canada; 


(3) have been employed in a generally 
designated industry or industnes for at least 
10 of the 15 years preceding layoff and 
have been paid for at least 1000 hours of 
employment in each of those years; 


(4) have claimed and exhausted all unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits; and 


(5) have no present prospects of employment, 
or have accepted employment with earnings 
less than average weekly insurable earnings 
prior to layoff. 


In cases of financial hardship, benefits may be 
payable to individuals whose age plus years of 
service in a generally designated industry or 
industries equals 80 or more and who have been 
paid for at least 1 000 hours of employment in 
each of those years. 


In addition to assessing initial eligibility for the 
program, the Canada Employment Centre 
reviews the recipient’s circumstances at least 
every six months to determine whether the 
individual has a prospect of employment. This 
semi-annual review of the claimant's 
employment opportunities ensures that benefits 
under the program are maintained as a last resort 
income maintenance measure. 


Benefits payable to qualified individuals 
commence at the time unemployment insurance 
entitlement expires, or retroactively from the time 
the employee applies for certification, whichever 
is later. Statistics on claims and expenditures 
are based on information supplied to the Board 
by Employment and Immigration Canada. 


During the quarter covered in this report, 
expenditures under the program totalled 
$28 167 169, the bulk of which ($17 530 365) 
was paid to individuals laid off from the textile 
and clothing industries. Payments totalling 
$2 873 316 were made to employees laid off in 
the footwear and tanning industries. The amount 
paid to workers laid off in regionally 
designated industries was $7763 488. As of 
December 31, 1987, there were 966 claimants 
from the footwear and tanning industries, 5913 
from the textile and clothing industries, and 
2183 from regionally designated industries. 
Comparisons with the same period in the 


previous year can easily be derived from the 
revised tables included in this report. 


Full details on claims and expenditures are 
provided in Tables II through Vil. It should be 
noted that “claims filed" and “claims allowed" 
are not equal. This is because a portion of the 
claims allowed are among those filed in the 
previous quarter. Delays are caused by the fact 
that claimants often file before their 
unemployment insurance benefits are exhausted, 
and by the time required to verify the claimant's 
age and years of service. 


CONCLUSION 


The adjustment challenges facing Canadian 
industry necessitate the relocation of economic 
resources from traditional manufacturing 
activities to sectors with more potential for 
growth. Industrial modernization and 
rationalization measures designed to maintain 
industrial competitiveness involve fewer jobs or a 
change in skill mix with a resultant impact on 
workers in the affected sectors. The aim of the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act is to ease the 
adjustment burden for older workers who have 
specific skills coupled with educational 
backgrounds which make them less adaptable 
than other workers to retraining programs. 
Employment opportunities for these individuals 
are therefore limited, particularly in towns 
characterized by a single industry base. 


Activity levels under the legislation indicate that 
the program continues to play an important role 
in the range of adjustment assistance measures 
undertaken by the federal government. 


ABOUT THE TABLES 


Tables ll, IV, and VI enable the reader to 
compare third quarter activity in 1987-88 with 
third quarter activity in 1986-87. Tables Ill, V, 
and Vil show comparisons of the cumulative 
effect of the program from inception (May 1, 
1982) to the end of the quarter being displayed. 
Table | serves both comparative and cumulative 
functions. 


The tables are laid out on facing pages. To take 
advantage of the information provided, it is 
necessary to read both the “A" and “B" parts of 
each table. In all cases, the “A” tables refer to 
the current fiscal year while the “B" tables refer 
to the same period in the previous fiscal year. 
"A" and “B" together make up one table. 


For example, the reader can see from Table !i(A) 
that third quarter expenditures in 1987-88 were 


$28 167 169, compared with $24 476 316 in the 
same period last year as shown in Table |l(B). 
As the reader will quickly see, this represents a 
growth of about $4 million in quarterly 
expenditures. 


Similarly, a reading of Table IIl(B) reveals that 
Cumulative expenditures under the program from 
inception to December 31, 1986, were 
$202 896699 while Table IIl(A) indicates that 
those from inception to December 31, 1987, 
were $306 050 852 from which it can quickly 
be calculated that expenditures during the year 
from January 1, 1987, to December 31, 1987, 
were about 103 million. In this respect, every 
quarterly report becomes, in effect, an annual 
report, in that a year’s activity can be derived 
from it. Moreover, comparisons between 
quarterly reports will render an accurate 
depiction of trends. 


The tables display the activities carried out by the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board side by side 
with those carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. The 
reason for this is that, while data reported by 
CEIC tends to reflect final outputs of the 
program, much of that reported by LARB will 
have its effect in the future, and it is thought that 
any projection of future trends on the part of the 
reader will be better informed by immediate 
access to both types of data.

The Labour Adjustment Benefits Act, an Act to 
provide for the payment of benefits to laid-off 
employees, has been in effect since May 1, 1982. 
The legislation, which is within the responsibility 
of the Minister of Labour, is designed to offer 
protection in the form of income maintenance to 
certain older workers who have been 
permanently laid off from industries designated 
by the federal government, who have exhausted 
unemployment insurance entitlements, and who 
have no prospect of employment. 


The last-resort benefits authorized by the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act are targetted to 
those individuals who, because of age and the 
possession of industry-specific skills, are 
incompatible with employment placement 
programs and therefore have unusual difficulty 
adapting to layoff. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS ACT 


Labour Canada has maintained an adjustment 
assistance program since 1972. Entitled 
Adjustment Assistance Benefits (AAB), the 
program initially provided benefits for qualified 
individuals who had been laid off from the textile 
and clothing industries. 


The Textile and Clothing Policy, formulated in 
1970, recognized that competition from imports 
Originating in low-wage countries would bring 
pressure for rationalization and modernization 
within these industries, with the resultant 
displacement of a large number of workers. The 
Adjustment Assistance Benefits Program was 
introduced to ease the burden for older 
employees as_ progressively lower levels of 
protection were effected and _ structural 
adjustment took place in the industries. 


The AAB program was extended to workers in 
the footwear and tanning industries in 1978 to 
address the consequences of the restructuring in 
these industries resulting from the Footwear and 
Tanning Industry Sector Strategy. 


Administered separately under different 
regulations, the AAB program provided benefits 
for qualified individuals aged 54 and over who 
had worked in the industry for 10 of the last 
15 years preceding layoff. 


The recognition that the 1980s would be a period 
of industrial adjustment for Canada characterized 
by a freer and more competitive world trading 


environment, higher energy prices, exchange 
rate fluctuation, and slower economic growth led 
to a reexamination of the AAB program. 


The 1978 review of federal adjustment 
programs, undertaken as part of an economic 
development package related to the impact of the 
Multilateral Trade Negotiations (MTN), identified 
gaps in existing programs directed to workers 
displaced by economic rationalization and 
specifically for those workers displaced by major 
structural adjustments. In particular, older 
workers were singled out as possessing 
educational, skill and mobility characteristics for 
which existing employment programs were not 
Suited. 


To respond to the structural adjustments inherent 
in Canadian industries and the effects on 
communities, a special industrial and labour 
adjustment initiative was developed to 
supplement the range of standard industrial and 
labour market programs available. 


The Industry and Labour Adjustment Program 
(ILAP) introduced in January 1981 was designed 
to sustain social and economic assistance to 
those people and those communities most in 
need, and emphasized a selective and focussed 
approach to ensure application only in major 
adjustment situations. Consisting of a 
Community Adjustment Program, an Industrial 
Adjustment Program, and a Labour Adjustment 
Package, ILAP offered a co-ordinated program 
of assistance measures for designated industries 
and/or communities. The labour adjustment 
measures included portable wage subsidies, 
temporary employment projects, enhanced 
mobility allowances, critical trade skills training, 
enhanced training allowances, and the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Program as it relates to 
laid-off employees in industries designated 
under ILAP for labour adjustment assistance. 


The goal of the federal government in designing 
these programs was to facilitate the required 
shifts to more efficient and competitive economic 
activities while assisting those most affected by 
such developments. 


LABOUR ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS 
(LAB) PROGRAM 


The Labour Adjustment Benefits Program is a 
last resort income maintenance program intended 
to respond to unusually difficult adjustment 
situations, and is limited to a target population of 
older workers for whom active employment 
programs in the past have proven to be relatively 
ineffective. 


Supplementary to standard and special labour 
adjustment measures available, the LAB program 
plays a supportive role in federal assistance 
programs, offering a means of adjustment to 
individuals with no other available option. 


Recipients of labour adjustment benefits are 
individuals who lack adjustment potential 
because of their age and industry-specific skills 
acquired during lengthy one-industry 
experience, and who consequently are unable to 
obtain employment in other industries. 


Benefits payable under the LAB Act approximate 
60 per cent of average weekly insurable earnings, 
generally based on the last 20 weeks of 
employment prior to layoff. The benefits are fully 
indexed for inflation and continue until the 
recipient finds employment or reaches the age 
of 65. 


The Labour Adjustment Benefits Program 
consolidates the former Adjustment Assistance 
Benefits programs and brings adjustment 
assistance more closely into line with the benefit 
eligibility criteria of other social programs. The 
program also introduces flexibility in terms of 
eligibility criteria. In cases of severe financial 
hardship, Labour Adjustment Benefits may now 
be available to individuals whose age and years 
of service in the industry add up to at least 80. 
The criteria relating to years of service require 
that the individual has been paid for a minimum 
of 1000 hours of employment in each of those 
years. In addition, supplementary earnings by 
LAB recipients are encouraged by a feature 
which allows for less than full deduction from 
benefits. 


STRUCTURE OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The payment of benefits under the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Act is restricted to 
individuals who have been laid off from an 
establishment which is part of a designated 
industry, who have been certified by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board (LARB), and who have 
been assessed by the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission (CEIC) as qualifying to 
receive benefits on the basis of individual 
eligibility criteria. 


DESIGNATION OF INDUSTRIES 


An industry may be designated either generally 
throughout Canada or with respect to any region 
in Canada. All designations under the LAB Act 
are made by virtue of an Order of the Governor 
in Council. 


General designation of an industry may be made 
pursuant to section 3(2) of the Act, where the 
industry in Canada generally is undergoing 
significant economic adjustment of a non- 
cyclical nature, either because of import 
competition or because of industrial restructuring, 
including technological change, which is in 
response to federal government programs or 
policies, and where such adjustment results in a 
significant loss of employment in the industry. 


The general designations covered the clothing 
and textile, footwear and tanning industries. 
These general designations, which subsumed the 
former Adjustment Assistance Benefits programs, 
were in effect from August 18, 1982, to 
August 17, 1986, and were retroactive, by virtue 
of section 4 of the Act, to May 1, 1978. 


Regional designations may be made pursuant to 
section 3(3), where an industry in a region 1s 
undergoing significant economic adjustment and 
a concomitant significant loss of employment in 
the industry in that region. 


Only persons laid off during the period in which 
their industries were designated are eligible for 
benefits under this program. At the time of 
preparation of this report, all designations under 
the LAB Act had expired. A complete list of all 
industries designated, as well as the periods 
during which they were designated, is presented 
in the Appendix. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The administration of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act is carried out by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board and the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. 


CERTIFICATION OF LAID-OFF 
EMPLOYEES 


The Labour Adjustment Review Board, 
established under section 5(1) of the Act, 
certifies individuals as eligible to apply to the 
Canada Employment Immigration Commission for 
benefits. 


The members of the Board, appointed by the 
Minister of Labour on May 18, 1982, constitute a 
tripartite body representative of labour, business 
and government. Chaired by Mr. Joseph Morris, 
former President of the Canadian Labour 
Congress and past Chairman of the Governing 
Body of the International Labour Organization 
(ILO), the Board comprises: Ms. Gloria Kunka, 
Director, Federal-Provincial Relations, 
Labour Canada, as Vice-Chairperson; 
Mr. William Marshall, former international 
representative of the United Auto Workers; 
Mr. Albert Deschamps, former Director, 
International Affairs, with the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association and an executive of 
the ILO; and Mr. Guy de Merlis, former Director 
General, Mediation and Conciliation, Labour 
Canada. Mr. Marshall and Mr. Deschamps sit as 
the representatives of employees and employers 
respectively. Support to the Board is provided 
through the Minister of Labour by officials of 
Labour Canada who form the Labour Adjustment 
Review Board Secretariat. 


Pursuant to section 11 of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act, the Board may grant certification 
where an employee has been laid off from a 
Canadian establishment which is part of a 
designated industry, where the layoffs in that 
establishment in any 12-month period including 
the employees‘ date of layoff comprised 10 per 
cent or 50 employees, whichever is fewer, and 
where the layoff was the result of the economic 
adjustment which caused the industry to be 
designated. 


ACTIVITY DURING THE QUARTER AND 
YEAR 


During the 1987-88 fiscal year, the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board considered 456 
applications for certification. A total of 135 
were approved, and the Board was obliged to 
deny 321. The applications were denied 
because the layoff had not occurred within a 
designated industry, the layoff had taken place 
outside the effective dates of designation for 
the industry, the number of employees laid off 
did not represent a reduction of at least 10 per 
cent or 50 employees from the establishment's 
work force, or the employees concerned had 
not been laid off or had been laid off and 
recalled. 


Between April 1, 1987, and March 31, 1988, 
certification was granted to 503 laid-off 
employees of whom, on the date of layoff, 88 
were aged 54 and over and 64 were aged 47 to 
53. The Labour Adjustment Review Board has 
established 47 as the lowest age likely to be 


eligible under the program, since a person laid 
off at that age must have 33 years of service to 
be eligible to receive benefits (47 plus 33 equals 
80) and would have to have continuous service 
since age 14. A total of 467 individuals were 
certified following layoff from establishments 
within general designations, with 72 aged 54 
and over and 44 aged 47 to 53. Certification 
was also granted to 36 employees who were 
subjected to layoffs at establishments within 
regionally designated industries, with 16 of 
these individuals aged 54 and over and 20 aged 
47 to 53. 


INDIVIDUAL ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 


The assessment of individual eligibility and the 
administration of the payment of benefits under 
the Act are carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
through the local Canada Employment Centres. 


To qualify for benefits, an individual must meet 
the following eligibility criteria: 

(1) beat least 54 years of age on the effective 
date of layoff (but not more than 65 years of 
age); 


(2) 


be a Canadian citizen or a permanent 
resident in Canada; 


have been employed in a generally 
designated industry or industries for at least 
10 of the 15 years preceding layoff and 
have been paid for at least 1000 hours of 
employment in each of those years; 


have claimed and exhausted all unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits; and 


have no present prospects of employment, 
or have accepted employment with earnings 
less than average weekly insurable earnings 
prior to layoff. 


In cases of financial hardship, benefits may be 
payable to individuals whose age plus years of 
service in a generally designated industry or 
industries equals 80 or more and who have been 
paid for at least 1 000 hours of employment in 
each of those years. 


In addition to assessing initial eligibility for the 
program, the Canada Employment Centre 
reviews the recipient’s circumstances at least 
every six months to determine whether the 
individual has a prospect of employment. This 
semi-annual review of the claimant's 
employment opportunities ensures that benefits 
under the program are maintained as a last resort 
income maintenance measure. 


Benefits payable to qualified individuals 
commence at the time unemployment insurance 
entitlement expires, or retroactively from thetime 
the employee applies for certification, whichever 
is later. 


ACTIVITY DURING THE QUARTER 
AND YEAR 


During the quarter January 1 to March 31, 1988, 
expenditures under the program totalled 
$26 588 532, the bulk of which ($16 088 815) 
was paid to individuals laid off from the textile 
and clothing industries. Payments totalling 
$2 674528 were made to employees laid off in 
the footwear and tanning industries. The amount 
paid to workers laid off in regionally 
designated industries was $7 825 189. 


As of March 31, 1988, there were 967 claimants 
from the footwear and tanning industries, 5515 
from the textile and clothing industries, and 
2201 from regionally designated industries. 
Comparisons with the same period in the 
previous year can easily be derived from the 
revised tables included in this report. 


Full details on claims and expenditures are 
provided in Tables II through VII. It should be 
noted that “claims filed" and "claims allowed" 
are not equal. This is because a portion of the 
claims allowed are among those filed in the 
previous quarter. Delays are occasioned by the 
fact that claimants often file before their 
unemployment insurance benefits are exhausted, 
and by the time required to verify the claimant's 
age and years of service. 


CONCLUSION 


The adjustment challenges facing Canadian 
industry necessitate the relocation of economic 
resources from traditional manufacturing 
activities to sectors with more potential for 
growth. Industrial modernization and 
rationalization measures designed to maintain 
industrial competitiveness involve fewer jobsora 
change in skill-mix with a resultant impact on 
workers in the affected sectors. The aim of the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act is to ease the 
adjustment burden for older workers who have 
specific skills coupled with educational 
backgrounds which make them less adaptable 
than other workers to retraining programs. 
Employment opportunities for these individuals 
are therefore limited, particularly in towns 
characterized by a single industry base. 


Activity levels under the legislation indicate that 
the program continues to play an important role 
in the range of adjustment assistance measures 
undertaken by the federal government. 


ABOUT THE TABLES 


The tables are presented in two sections: the 
first shows activity in the fourth quarter (January 
to March) of the 1987-88 fiscal year; the 
second shows activity for the complete 1987-88 
fiscal year. 


Tables Il, IV, and VI in each section enable the 
reader to compare activity in 1987-88 with 
activity in 1986-87. Tables Ill, V, and VII show 
comparisons of the cumulative effect of the 
program from inception (May 1, 1982) to the end 
of the quarter being displayed. Table | serves 
both comparative and cumulative functions. 


The tables are laid out on facing pages. To take 
advantage of the information provided, it is 
necessary to read both the "A" and "B" parts of 
each table. In all cases, the "A" tables refer to 
the current fiscal year while the "B" tables refer 
to the same period in the previous fiscal year. 
"A" and "B" together make up one table. 


For example, in reading Table Il, the reader can 
see from Table II(A) that fourth quarter 
expenditures in 1987-88 were $26 588 532, 
compared with $24 090 460 in the same period 
last year as shown in Table II(B). As the reader 
will quickly see, this represents a growth of about 
$2.5 millionin quarterly expenditures. 


Similarly, a reading of Table III(B) reveals that 
cumulative expenditures under the program from 
inception to March 31, 1987, were 
$226 987 159, while Table III(A) indicates that 
those from inception to March 31, 1988, were 
$332 639 384, from which it can quickly be 
calculated that expenditures during the fiscal year 
were about $106 million. In this respect, every 
quarterly report becomes, in effect, an annual 
report, in that a year's activity can be derived 
from it. Moreover, comparisons between 
quarterly reports will render an accurate depiction 
of trends. 


The tables display the activities carried out by the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board side by side 
with those carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. The 
reason for this is that, while data reported by 
CEIC tends to reflect final outputs of the 
program, much of that reported by LARB will 
have its effect in the future, and it is thought that 
any projection of future trends on the part of the 
reader will be better informed by immediate 
access to both types of data.

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FOREWORD 


The present report covers program activity under the Labour Adjustment Benefits 
Act from April 1 to June 30, 1988. 


For more complete details on the legislation, its development, and its relation to 
other major federal adjustment initiatives, the reader is referred to the Report on 
the Administration of the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act to March 31, 1988. 
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ticle ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS 


The Labour Adjustment Benefits Act, an Act to 
provide for the payment of benefits to laid-off 
employees, has been in effect since May 1, 
1982. The legislation, which is within the 
responsibility of the Minister of Labour, is 
designed to offer protection to certain older 
workers who have been permanently laid off from 
industries designated by the federal government, 
who have exhausted unemployment insurance 
entitlements, and who have no prospect of 
employment. 


Developed in recognition that the 1980s would be 
a period of industrial adjustment for Canada, the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Program is designed 
to assist workers displaced by economic 
rationalization and major structural adjustments. 
Labour adjustment benefits, which take the form 
of income maintenance, are a last resort income 
measure available to older workers who, because 
of age and the possession of industry-specific 
skills, are incompatible with employment 
placement programs and, therefore, have unusual 
difficulty adapting to layoff. 


Supplementary to a range of standard and 
special adjustment measures developed by the 
federal government, the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Program is designed to respond to 
unusually difficult situations, offering a means of 
adjustment to individuals with no other available 
option. 


Labour adjustment benefits approximate 60 
percent of average weekly insurable earnings, 
based on the last 20 weeks of employment prior 
to layoff, and are indexed for inflation. Benefits 
are payable until the recipient finds employment 
or reaches 65 years of age. 


STRUCTURE OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The payment of benefits under the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Act is restricted to 
individuals who have been laid off from an 
establishment which is part of a designated 
industry, who have been certified by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board, and who have been 
assessed by the Canada Employment and 


Immigration Commission as qualifying to receive 
benefits on the basis of individual eligibility 
criteria. 


DESIGNATION OF INDUSTRIES 


An industry may be designated either generally 
throughout Canada or with respect to any region 
in Canada. All designations under the LAB Act 
are made by virtue of an Order of the Governor 
in Council. 


General designation of an industry may be made 
pursuant to section 3(2) of the Act, where the 
industry in Canada generally is undergoing 
significant economic adjustment of a non- 
cyclical nature, either because of import 
competition or because of industrial restructuring, 
including technological change, which is in 
response to federal government programs or 
policies, and where such adjustment results in a 
significant loss of employment in the industry. 


The general designations covered the clothing 
and textile, footwear and tanning industries. 
These general designations, which subsumed the 
former Adjustment Assistance Benefits programs, 
were in effect from August 18, 1982, to 
August 17, 1986, and were retroactive, by virtue 
of section 4 of the Act, to May 1, 1978. 


Regional designations may be made pursuant to 
section 3(3), where an industry in a region is 
undergoing significant economic adjustment and 
a concomitant significant loss of employment in 
the industry in that region. 


Only persons laid off during the period in which 
their industries were designated are eligible for 
benefits under this program. All designations 
under the LAB Act have expired. A complete list 
of all industries designated, as well as the 
periods during which they were designated, is 
presented in the Appendix. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The administration of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act is carried out by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board and the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. 


CERTIFICATION OF LAID-OFF 
EMPLOYEES 


A five-member Labour Adjustment Review 
Board, established under section 5(1) of the Act, 
certifies individuals as eligible to apply to the 
Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission for benefits. Support for the Board 
is provided through the Minister of Labour by 
employees of Labour Canada who form the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board Secretariat. 
Pursuant to section 11 of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act, the Board may grant certification 
where an employee has been laid off from a 
Canadian establishment which is part of a 
designated industry, where the layoffs in that 
establishment in any 12-month period including 
the employee’s date of layoff comprised 10 
percent or 50 employees, whichever is fewer, 
and where the layoff was the result of the 
economic adjustment which caused the industry 
to be designated. 


During the period covered in this report, the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board considered 91 
applications for certification. A total of 22 were 
approved, and the Board was obliged to deny 69. 
The applications were denied because the layoff 
had not occurred within a designated industry, 
the layoff had taken place outside the effective 
dates of designation for the industry, the number 
of employees laid off did not represent a 
reduction of at least 10 percent or 50 employees 
from the establishment's work force, or the 
employees concerned had not been laid off or 
had been laid off and recalled. 


Between April 1 and June 30, 1988, certification 
was granted to 29 laid-off employees of whom, 
on the date of layoff, 15 were aged 54 and over 
and 12 were aged 47 to 53. The Labour 
Adjustment Review Board has established 47 as 
the lowest age likely to be eligible under the 
program, since a person laid off at that age must 
have 33 years of service to be eligible to receive 
benefits (47 plus 33 equals 80) and would have 
to have continuous service since age 14. A total 
of 26 individuals were certified following layoff 
from establishments within general designations, 
with 14 aged 54 and over and 10 aged 47 to 53. 
Certification was also granted to 3 employees 
who were subject to layoffs at establishments 
within regionally designated industries, with 1 of 
these individuals aged 54 and over and 2 aged 
47 to 53. 


INDIVIDUAL ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 


The assessment of individual eligibility and the 
administration of the payment of benefits under 
the Act are carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
through the local Canada Employment Centres. 


To qualify for benefits, an individual must meet 
the following eligibility criteria: 


(1) be at least 54 years of age on the effective 
date of layoff (but not more than 65 years of 
age); 


(2) be a Canadian citizen or a permanent 
resident in Canada; 


(3) have been employed in a generally 
designated industry or industries for at least 
10 of the 15 years preceding layoff and 
have been paid for at least 1000 hours of 
employment in each of those years; 


(4) have claimed and exhausted all unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits; and 


(5) have no present prospects of employment, 
or have accepted employment with earnings 
less than average weekly insurable earnings 
prior to layoff. 


In cases of financial hardship, benefits may be 
payable to individuals whose age plus years of 
service in a generally designated industry or 
industries equals 80 or more and who have been 
paid for at least 1 000 hours of employment in 
each of those years. 


In addition to assessing initial eligibility for the 
program, the Canada Employment Centre 
reviews the recipient's circumstances at least 
every six months to determine whether the 
individual has a prospect of employment. This 
semi-annual review of the claimant’s 
employment opportunities ensures that benefits 
under the program are maintained as a last resort 
income maintenance measure. 


Benefits payable to qualified individuals 
commence at the time unemployment insurance 
entitlement expires, or retroactively from the time 
the employee applies for certification, whichever 
is later. Statistics on claims and expenditures 
are based on information supplied to the Board 
by Employment and Immigration Canada. 


During the quarter covered in this report, 
expenditures under the program totalled 
$25 000 963, the bulk of which ($15 067 285) 
was paid to individuals laid off from the textile 
and clothing industries. Payments totalling 
$2 585 108 were made to employees laid off in 
the footwear and tanning industries. The amount 
paid to workers laid off in regionally designated 
industries was $7 348570. As of June 30, 1988, 
there were 917 claimants from the footwear and 
tanning industries, 5352 from the textile and 
clothing industries, and 2126 from regionally 
designated industries. Comparisons with the 
same period in the previous year can easily be 
derived from the revised tables included in this 
report. 


Full details on claims and expenditures are 
provided in Tables Il through VII. It should be 
noted that “claims filed" and “claims allowed” 
are not equal. This is because a portion of the 
claims allowed are among those filed in the 
previous quarter. Delays are caused by the fact 
that claimants often file before their 
unemployment insurance benefits are exhausted, 
and by the time required to verify the claimant’s 
age and years of service. 


CONCLUSION 


The adjustment challenges facing Canadian 
industry necessitate the relocation of economic 
resources from traditional manufacturing 
activities to sectors with more potential for 
growth. Industrial modernization and 
rationalization measures designed to maintain 
industrial competitiveness involve fewer jobs or a 
change in skill mix with a resultant impact on 
workers in the affected sectors. The aim of the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act is to ease the 
adjustment burden for older workers who have 
specific skills coupled with educational 
backgrounds which make them less adaptable 
than other workers to retraining programs. 
Employment opportunities for these individuals 
are therefore limited, particularly in towns 
characterized by a single industry base. 


Activity levels under the legislation indicate that 
the program continues to play an important role 
in the range of adjustment assistance measures 
undertaken by the federal government. 


ABOUT THE TABLES 


Tables Il, 1V and VI enable the reader to compare 
first quarter activity in 1988-89 with first quarter 
activity in 1987-88. Tables Ill, V, and VIl show 
comparisons of the cumulative effect of the 
program from inception (May 1, 1982) to the end 
of the quarter being displayed. Table | serves 
both comparative and cumulative functions. 


The tables are laid out on facing pages. To take 
advantage of the information provided, it is 
necessary to read both the "A" and "B" parts of 
each table. In all cases, the "A" tables refer to 
the current fiscal year while the "B" tables refer 
to the same period in the previous fiscal year. 
"A" and "B" together make up one table. 


For example, the reader can see fromTable II(A) 
that first quarter expenditures in 1988-89 were 
$25 000 963, compared with $24 325 148 in the 
same period last year as shown in Tablell(B). As 
the reader will quickly see, this represents a 
growth of about $675 815 in quarterly 
expenditures. 


Similarly, a reading of Table III(B) reveals that 
cumulative expenditures under the program from 
inception to June 30, 1987, were $251 312 307, 
while Table Ill(A) indicates that those from 
inception to June 30, 1988, were $357 640 347, 
from which it can quickly be calculated that 
expenditures during the year from July 1, 1987, 
to June 30, 1988, were about $106 million. In 
this respect, every quarterly report becomes, in 
effect, an annual report, in that a year’s activity 
can be derived from it. Moreover, comparisons 
between quarterly reports will render an accurate 
depiction of trends. 


The tables display the activities carried out by the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board side by side 
with those carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. The 
reason for this is that, while data reported by 
CEIC tends to reflect final outputs of the 
program, much of that reported by LARB will 
have its effect in the future, and it is thought that 
any projection of future trends on the part of the 
reader will be better informed by immediate 
access to both types of data.

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FOREWORD 


The present report covers program activity under the Labour Adjustment Benefits 
Act from July 1 to September 30, 1988. 


For more complete details on the legislation, its development, and its relation to 
other major federal adjustment initiatives, the reader is referred to the Report on 
the Administration of the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act to March 31, 1988. 
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Nociaaen ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS 


The Labour Adjustment Benefits Act, an Act to 
provide for the payment of benefits to laid-off 
employees, has been in effect since May 1, 1982. 
The legislation, which is within the responsibility 
of the Minister of Labour, is designed to offer 
protection to certain older workers who have 
been permanently laid off from industries 
designated by the federal government, who have 
exhausted unemployment insurance entitlements, 
and who have no prospect of employment. 


Developed in recognition that the 1980s would be 
a period of industrial adjustment for Canada, the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Program is designed 
to assist workers displaced by economic 
rationalization and major structural adjustments. 
Labour adjustment benefits, which take the form 
of income maintenance, are a last resort income 
measure available to older workers who, because 
of age and the possession of industry-specific 
skills, are incompatible with employment 
placement programs and, therefore, have unusual 
difficulty adapting to layoff. 


Supplementary to a range of standard and 
special adjustment measures developed by the 
federal government, the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Program is designed to respond to 
unusually difficult situations, offering a means of 
adjustment to individuals with no other available 
option. 


Labour adjustment benefits approximate 60 
percent of average weekly insurable earnings, 
based on the last 20 weeks of employment prior 
to layoff, and are indexed for inflation. Benefits 
are payable until the recipient finds employment 
or reaches 65 years of age. 


STRUCTURE OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The payment of benefits under the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Act is restricted to 
individuals who have been laid off from an 
establishment which is part of a designated 
industry, who have been certified by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board, and who have been 
assessed by the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission as qualifying to receive 
benefits on the basis of individual eligibility 
criteria. 


DESIGNATION OF INDUSTRIES 


An industry may be designated either generally 
throughout Canada or with respect to any region 
in Canada. All designations under the LAB Act 
are made by virtue of an Order of the Governor 
in Council. 


General designation of an industry may be made 
pursuant to section 3(2) of the Act, where the 
industry in Canada generally is undergoing 
significant economic adjustment of a non- 
cyclical nature, either because of import 
competition or because of industrial restructuring, 
including technological change, which is in 
response to federal government programs or 
policies, and where such adjustment results in a 
significant loss of employment in the industry. 


The general designations covered the clothing 
and textile, footwear and tanning industries. 
These general designations, which subsumed the 
former Adjustment Assistance Benefits programs, 
were in effect from August 18, 1982, to 
August 17, 1986, and were retroactive, by virtue 
of section 4 of the Act, to May 1, 1978. 


Regional designations may be made pursuant to 
section 3(3), where an industry in a region is 
undergoing significant economic adjustment and 
a concomitant significant loss of employment in 
the industry in that region. 


Only persons laid off during the period in which 
their industries were designated are eligible for 
benefits under this program. All designations 
under the LAB Act have expired. A complete list 
of all industries designated, as well as the 
periods during which they were designated, is 
presented in the Appendix. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LABOUR 
ADJUSTMENT BENEFITS PROGRAM 


The administration of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act is carried out by the Labour 
Adjustment Review Board and the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. 


CERTIFICATION OF LAID-OFF 
EMPLOYEES 


A five-member Labour Adjustment Review 
Board, established under section 5(1) of the Act, 
certifies individuals as eligible to apply to the 
Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission for benefits. Support for the Board 
is provided through the Minister of Labour by 
employees of Labour Canada who form the 


Labour Adjustment Review Board Secretariat. 
Pursuant to section 11 of the Labour Adjustment 
Benefits Act, the Board may grant certification 
where an employee has been laid off from a 
Canadian establishment which is part of a 
designated industry, where the layoffs in that 
establishment in any 12-month period including 
the employee’s date of layoff comprised 10 
percent or 50 employees, whichever is fewer, 
and where the layoff was the result of the 
economic adjustment which caused the industry 
to be designated. 


During the period covered in this report, the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board considered 36 
applications for certification. A total of 4 were 
approved, and the Board was obliged to deny 32. 
The applications were denied because the layoff 
had not occurred within a designated industry, 
the layoff had taken place outside the effective 
dates of designation for the industry, the number 
of employees laid off did not represent a 
reduction of at least 10 percent or 50 employees 
from the establishment’s work force, or the 
employees concerned had not been laid off or 
had been laid off and recalled. 


Between July 1 and September 30, 1988, 
certification was granted to 4 laid-off employees 
of whom, on the date of layoff, 1 was aged 54 
and over and 3 were aged 47 to 53. The Labour 
Adjustment Review Board has established 47 as 
the lowest age likely to be eligible under the 
program, since a person laid off at that age must 
have 33 years of service to be eligible to receive 
benefits (47 plus 33 equals 80) and would have 
to have continuous service since age 14. A total 
of 2 individuals were certified following layoff from 
establishments within general designations, with 
1 aged 54 and over and 1 aged 47 to 53. 
Certification was also granted to two employees 
who were subject to layoffs at establishments 
within regionally designated industries, with both 
aged 47 to 53. 


INDIVIDUAL ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 


The assessment of individual eligibility and the 
administration of the payment of benefits under 
the Act are carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
through the local Canada Employment Centres. 


To qualify for benefits, an individual must meet 
the following eligibility criteria: 


(1) be at least 54 years of age on the effective 
date of layoff (but not more than 65 years of 
age); 


(2) bea Canadian citizen or a permanent 
resident in Canada; 


(3) have been employed in a generally 
designated industry or industries for at least 
10 of the 15 years preceding layoff and 
have been paid for at least 1000 hours of 
employment in each of those years; 


(4) have claimed and exhausted all unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits; and 


(5) have no present prospects of employment, 
or have accepted employment with earnings 
less than average weekly insurable earnings 
prior to layoff. 


In cases of financial hardship, benefits may be 
payable to individuals whose age plus years of 
service in a generally designated industry or 
industries equals 80 or more and who have been 
paid for at least 1 000 hours of employment in 
each of those years. 


In addition to assessing initial eligibility for the 
program, the Canada Employment Centre 
reviews the recipient’s circumstances at least 
every six months to determine whether the 
individual has a prospect of employment. This 
semi-annual review of the claimant’s 
employment opportunities ensures that benefits 
under the program are maintained as a last resort 
income maintenance measure. 


Benefits payable to qualified individuals 
commence at the time unemployment insurance 
entitlement expires, or retroactively from the time 
the employee applies for certification, whichever 
is later. Statistics on claims and expenditures 
are based on information supplied to the Board 
by Employment and Immigration Canada. 


During the quarter covered in this report, 
expenditures under the program totalled 
$26 931606, the bulk of which ($16 498 171) 
was paid to individuals laid off from the textile 
and clothing industries. Payments totalling 
$2 718669 were made to employees laid off in 
the footwear and tanning industries. The amount 
paid to workers laid off in regionally 
designated industries was $7714766. As of 
September 30, 1988, there were 758 claimants 
from the footwear and tanning industries, 5 250 
from the textile and clothing industries, and 2 332 
from regionally designated industries. 
Comparisons with the same period in the 


previous year can easily be derived from the 
revised tables included in this report. 


Full details on claims and expenditures are 
provided in Tables Il through Vil. It should be 
noted that “claims filed" and “claims allowed" 
are not equal. This is because a portion of the 
claims allowed are among those filed in the 
previous quarter. Delays are caused by the fact 
that claimants often file before their 
unemployment insurance benefits are exhausted, 
and by the time required to verify the claimant’s 
age and years of service. 


CONCLUSION 


The adjustment challenges facing Canadian 
industry necessitate the relocation of economic 
resources from traditional manufacturing 
activities to sectors with more potential for 
growth. Industrial modernization and 
rationalization measures designed to maintain 
industrial competitiveness involve fewer jobs or a 
change in skill mix with a resultant impact on 
workers in the affected sectors. The aim of the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act is to ease the 
adjustment burden for older workers who have 
specific skills coupled with educational 
backgrounds which make them less adaptable 
than other workers to retraining programs. 
Employment opportunities for these individuals 
are therefore limited, particularly in towns 
characterized by a single industry base. 


Activity levels under the legislation indicate that 
the program continues to play an important role 
in the range of adjustment assistance measures 
undertaken by the federal government. 


ABOUT THE TABLES 


Tables Il, IV, and VI enable the reader to 
compare second quarter activity in 1988-89 with 
second quarter activity in 1987-88. Tables Ill, 
V, and VIl show comparisons of the cumulative 
effect of the program from inception (May 1, 
1982) to the end of the quarter being displayed. 
Table | serves both comparative and cumulative 
functions. 


The tables are laid out on facing pages. To take 
advantage of the information provided, it Is 
necessary to read both the “A" and “B" parts of 
each table. In all cases, the "A" tables refer to 
the current fiscal year while the "B" tables refer 
to the same period in the previous fiscal year. 
“A" and "B" together make up one table. 


For example, the reader can see from Table II(A) 
that second quarter expenditures in 1988-89 
were $26 931 606, compared with $26 571 376 
in the same period last year as shown in 
Table II(B). As the reader will quickly see, this 
represents a growth of about $360 230 in 
quarterly expenditures. 


Similarly, a reading of Table IIl(B) reveals that 
cumulative expenditures under the program from 
inception to September 30, 1987, were 
$277 883683 while Table III(A) indicates that 
those from inception to September 30, 1988, 
were $384 571 953 from which it can quickly be 
calculated that expenditures during the year from 
October 1, 1987, to September 30, 1988, were 
about 107 million. In this respect, every quarterly 
report becomes, in effect, an annual report, in 
that a year’s activity can be derived from it. 
Moreover, comparisons between quarterly reports 
will render an accurate depiction of trends. 


The tables display the activities carried out by the 
Labour Adjustment Review Board side by side 
with those carried out by the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. The 
reason for this is that, while data reported by 
CEIC tends to reflect final outputs of the 
program, much of that reported by LARB will 
have its effect in the future, and it is thought that 
any projection of future trends on the part of the 
reader will be better informed by immediate 
access to both types of data.
